JOURNAL OF THE INSTITUTE OF

SHIPPERS AND THE NEW ZEALAND 
FINANCE ACT. 

The following general ruling has been obtained 
from the Commissioner of Taxes with respect to the 
liability of shippers under the Finance Act, 1921 
(No. 2), which imposes a tax of 10 per cent. on the 
premium of insurance effected by any person in 
New Zealand with any person or company not 
carrying on business in New Zealand :— 

“< ‘As Sub-Section 4 of Section 9 of the Finance Act, 1921 
(No. 2), makes the person who exports the goods liable to 
furnish the information required, it will be necessary for 
him to obtain the information from the owner of the goods 
or other person on whose behalf they are shipping. How- 
ever, in cases when the insurance is effected outside New 
Zealand by a person or company not carrying on nahn SS 
in New Zealand, and the agent in New Zealand is acting in 
the capacity of a shipper only of the goods to be exported, 
it will be sufficient if a statement is made to this effect on 
the export entry. Such persons or companies will not come 
within the provisions of Section 9. 

‘* Again, in cases where a New Zealand company is acting 
as agents tor the shipment of goods on behalf of other com- 
panies or persons carrying on business in New Zealand, 
and the agent is unable to supply the necessary information 
in regard to the premiums of insurance, the names of the 
owners of the goods should be obtained and the Land and 
Income Tax Department will then look to the owner of the 
goods to make annual returns of the premiums pails! to 
insurance companies not carrying on business in New 
Zealand. This will apply to companies who are freezing 
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insurance without the knowledge of the companies ship- 
ping. In such cases a statement should be made on the 
export entry that this information has been supplied to the 
Land and Income Tax Department, or the entry should 
show the names and addresses of the clients on whose be- 
half the goods are shipped. 

‘‘In cases where goods are shipped by a branch house in 

New Zealand of a firm established outside the Dominion, 
ol the firm effects the insurance on the goods exported, 
and the information required cannot be supplied at the 
time of passing export entry, collectors may accept a guar- 
antee that the information required under Section 9 will 
be supplied as early as possible.” 

When Imperial Government wool is exported by 
firms it will be sufficient if the entry is endorsed 
‘“Tmperial Government Wool—marine imsurance 
on this wool is arranged by the consignees in the 
United Kingdom.”’ 





ELECTRIC POWER SUPPLY TO EAST 
NORWAY. 

H.M. Minister at Christiania states that the 
Commission appointed by the Storting in 1918 to 
enquire into the question of a national plant for the 
supply of electricity to the whole of Norway has 
now prepared temporary recommendations for the 
power supply of Kast Norway. It is stated that the 
recommendations in question have not been, and 
will not yet be, published. A communique on the 
subject has, however, been issued to the press, of 
which the following is a summary :— 

The Committee are agreed that to supply elec- 
tricity to East Norway in a rational manner pre- 
sumes that this district would be treated as a unit. 
The main source of power for the district will be the 
Nore power station, of which the construction 
should, in the opinion of the Commission, be con- 
tinued. In the meantime, however, the Raanausfos 
power station has been finished, but is not under 
full lead. The Morkfos-Solbergfos scheme will 
be completed in 1924, and will yield about 40,000 
kilowatts. There will be, further, about 20.000 
kilowatts available from Rjukan. This new power 
is comparatively expensive. The general economic 
situation indicates that the increase in the con- 
sumption of power will not be very great during the 
next few years. ‘The level of prices is falling and 
large constructional operations which can be post- 
poned should not be pressed, but, in view of the 
prevailing unemployment, work should be = con- 
tinued on the Numedal Railway and the operations 
at the Nore installation, in which wages form the 
chief expense, while orders for pipe-lines and 
machinery, as well as the construction of the power 
station, should be postponed until it is possible to 
have a clearer survey of the process of development. 

Considerable new quantities of power can, how- 
ever, be acquired at comparatively little cost by 
regulation of the Glommen and Numedalslaagen— 
operations which also call for a comparatively ‘large 
staff of men but do not require so much in the way 
of material. 

The undisposed of power in the district should be 
distributed through the medium of the State to 
convenient places within the various counties and 
should be offered at a price of 150 kr. per kilowatt 
per vear, decreasing to 125 kr. accordingly as the 
regulation of the Glommen progresses. 

When the Nore power station comes into use the 
price should further be reduced to the Tariff price 
in force for that station. The price proposed does 
not apply to the Rjukan power. As, however, the 

jukan power line will, in the view of the Com- 
Mission, retain a permanent value, this installation 
need not be written off as quickly as was the original 
assumption. It is also proposed that the price for 
this power, delivered at Kongsberg, should be 
reduced to 125 kr. per annum. 
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IRRIGATION IN NEW SOUTH WALES. 

In March of this vear H.M. Trade Commis- 
sioner at Sydney (Mr. A. Simpson) visited the 
Murrumbidgee Irrigation Area and inspected prac- 
tically the whole of the settled portion. He has 
furnished a report from which we are able to take 
the following particulars. Mr. Simpson’s visit was 
made by arrangement with the New South Wales 
Water Conservation and Irrigation Commission, 
and he was supplied by the Resident Commissioner 
with plans and photographs which were of much 
assistance to him. 

EXTENT OF THE AREA. 

The Irrigation Area of the Murrumbidgee River 
extends over as much as 336,000 acres, say 520 
square miles, and is situated on the northern bank 
between Narrandera and Kooroongal. The area is 
divided into two districts, named Yanco and 
Mirroul, in each of which a considerable part has 
already been settled. The conservation of water 1s 
effected by means of a large dam at Burrinjuk, 240 
miles above the diversion weir at Berembed, at 
which point the water is carried into the main 
canal leading to the Irrigation Area. The area is 
principally devoted to dairy farming, fruit grow- 
ing, and vine culture. The first farm was granted 
in 1912, and progress was satisfactory until the out- 
break of war. Then development was suspended. 
But since demobilisation released a large number of 
soldier settlers, the post-war expansion in settle- 
ment has partly compensated for the setback during 
the years of hostilities. 

CaPITaAL INVESTED. 

The capital invested by the State to 31st 
December, 1921, was approximately £6,650,000, 
made up as follows

The greater portion of No. 1 was carried out by 
contract. Land Acquisition represents an area of 
336,150 acres at an average price of about £3 per 
acre (which 1s regarded as good buying). 

No. 3 covers hundreds of miles of roads and 
channels, together with bridges and other improve- 
ments necessary to make the farms available. 

No. 4 represents town water supplies, electric 
supplies, accommodation houses, house properties, 
factories, ete., all of which constitute a distinct asset 
apart from the ordinary farm land and its water 
supply. 

No. 5 needs no explanation, and in respect of 
No. 6 it should be mentioned that this money 1s 
amply secured by improvements and that the money 
is repayable and interest bearing. 

SETTLEMENTS AND Water RIGurts. 

On 38lst December last there were 1,620 farms, 
covering an acreage of 94,694, held by settlers in 
the Yanco and Mirroul Areas. ‘The water rights 
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granted numbered 56,598, and the population upon 
the irrigated land was approximately 10,000. It is 
estimated that the conservation of water at the 
Burrinjuk dam will permit 225,000 water rights to 
be granted. A ‘** water right ’’ 1s a foot of water 
covering one acre. It will be observed that about 
25 per cent. of the available water rights have 
already been granted, and it is estimated that the 
full development of the scheme will permit the 
Irrigation Area to support a population of from 
40.000 to 50,000. The eventual value of the 
production at full development is estimated at 
£2,000,000 per annum for primary production and 
£1,000,000 per annum for factory produce, ete. At 
present many settlers have only partly developed 
their holdings and many more, particularly ex- 
soldiers, are recent arrivals. 


MARKETING CONDITIONS. 


The tuture development of the Area is to a great 
extent dependent upon favourable marketing con- 
ditions. The Area is situated a long distance from 
Sydney (390 miles) and freight charges are unduly 
high, which is a burden felt by both the primary 
and secondary industries. There is, however, a 
eood prospect of some special concessions being 
granted to the Area. Large co-operative concerns 
have been brought into existence and are being 
financially aided for the time being by the New 
South Wales Government. It is expected that they 
wrll gradually become self-supporting. Abattoirs, 
a butter factory, and a bacon factory are now under 
co-operative control. 

The fruit canning factory situated at Leeton is a 
State enterprise, and the results achieved up to the 
end of last year have been far from satisfactory, 
and heavy losses have been made. There is, how- 
ever, a decided improvement in the prospects of 
the Leeton Cannery and efforts are being made to 
lengthen the season of manufacture by propagating 
new varieties of peaches. Some of these new 
varieties are already at the bearing stage, while 
others are available for planting. 

(wing to the establishment of the Commonwealth 
Fruit Pool, brought into existence by the Federal 
Government with a view to stabilising the industry, 
a minimum price is paid to the grower for his fruit 
and a fixed price is paid to the canners for packing. 
The Leeton Cannery receives the same price as the 
Metropolitan Canneries, although the difference in 
cost of production is stated to be as high as 7d. to 
Sd. per dozen. The chief causes for the high cost 
of production at Leeton is that all the necessary raw 
materials have to be transported from the seaboard 
together with the difficulty in obtaining loeally suffi- 
cient labour, which has so far resulted in importing 
such labour from the metropolitan and other coun- 
try centres. The Leeton Cannery has also a heavy 
burden to carry in the matter of interest charges 
owing to the fact that substantial buildings were 
erected during the war period when building costs 
were high. The plant was also purchased under 
these adverse conditions. 


Educational facilities are well supplied, the latest 
development in this connection being the opening 
of an Agricultural High School at Leeton, the only 
school of its type in the country districts of New 
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South Wales. Cinematograph theatres, recreation 
grounds and halls as well as sports and social clubg 
are available. 





IRON ORE RESOURCES OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA 


Iron ore has long been produced from South 
Australian deposits for use as a flux in smelting 
operations, wend the rate otf production has _ beey 
increased so greatly by the establishment of modery 
steel works at Newcastle, New South Wales, that 
the iron ore produced in South Australia exceeded 
in 1919 the value of any other mineral product. 
This position is held likely to be maintained in the 
future if economic conditions permit the successful 
operation of the mines and smelting works and the 
secondary industries which depend upon supplies of 
pig iron and steel. 

Mr. R. Lockhart Jack, F.C.S., Deputy Govern- 
ment Geologist, has recently made a survey of the 
iron ore resources of South Australia and his Report 
has been published in Adelaide under the authority 
of the Minister of Mines (Bulletin No. 9, Geolo- 
eical Survey of South Australia). Mr. Jack reports 
that he has examined and described all the larger 
known bodies, and that many reputed to be of some 
magnitude have been found to be insignificant in 
size. The outstanding deposits are the Iron Knob 
and Iron Monarch, and the Iron Prince and Iron 
Baron in the Middleback Range, estimated to have 
ore resources above the level of the surrounding 
country of 133 million tons and 32 million tons 
respectively. Portions of the Iron Monarch deposit 
are highly manganiferous, and, owing to the 
demands of the furnaces for ore yielding less than 
1 per cent. of manganese in the pig iron, this man- 
ganese 1s a disability which has to be met by blend- 
ing with the non-manganiferous portions of the ore 
bodies. For this reason the ores of Middleback will 
be of especial value to the Broken Hill Proprietary 
Company, which controls both these great deposits 
on which is based the industrial undertaking: at 
Neweastle. At present, says Mr. Jack, these two 
deposits, both controlled by the Broken Hill Com- 
pany, are the only deposits of the first magnitude 
known in the State which contain ores of such com- 
position that their admixture will be of mutual 
benefit. 


A number of known iron localities were not 
visited, as they are believed to be small, but all 
that are known to be of any magnitude were seen 
by Mr. Jack. He believes that the most promising 
field for future discoveries of magnitude is in the 
counties of York and Buxton, and to the north of 
them, and possibly in the north-western portion of 
the county of Jervois, all on Evre Peninsula. The 
outstanding deposit of iron in the State is the Iron 
Monareh, with the adjoining Tron Knob. Next 
in order of magnitude are the ore bodies of the 
Middleback Range. These bodies, of tabular habit, 
are numerous and comparatively narrow, but of 
great purity, and were formed by replacement of 
the country rock by hematite along crush zones. 
The tonnage was estimated (on prospecting work 
only) as 32,000,000 tons of recoverable ore above 
the level of the surrounding country, of which 
15,000,000 tons is within 100 feet of the surface. 
In view of the difficulty of measuring widths, @ 
‘ariation of 25 per cent. in either direction is 
possible on these figures. This ore will not be 
available until a tramway connection with the 
shipping port is made. 

None of the other deposits seen by Mr. Jack are 
likely to contain such tonnage as to be worthy of 
serious consideration as a basis for the foundation 
of a steel industry. Only two contain more than 
half a million tons of available ore, and only three 
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others contain upwards of 300,000 tons each, with- 
in 100 feet of the surface, the estimated limit of 
open-cut working. Mount Bessemer, situated about 
4) miles by road from Adelaide, and 22 mules 
direct, is estimated to contain 535,000 tons above 
the level of the South Para River. The ore un- 
doubtedly persists to a greater depth, but the ore 
body crosses beneath the pool formed by the weir 
directing the South Para water into Barossa Reser- 
voir. The water from this reservoir serves 670,707 
acres of closely settled country, and the circulation 
of its supply of intake water through deep mine 
workings is out of the question. Thus the lower 
limit of possible working is clearly defined. The 
grade is about 56 per cent. of iron with ‘052 of 
phosphorus. ‘The deposit is only fitted in magni- 
tude for the production of pig iron, and for the 
game reason the cost of bringing the ore to market 
will be relatively high. All the minor deposits 
suffer from the cost of transport to the coast in com- 
parison with the large deposits now being worked, 
and the provision of transportation facilities to a 
point of utilisation or the seaboard would be heavy 
per ton of ore available.

TURKEY. 








THE FINANCIAL YEAR, 1921-22. 


In the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 30th March we published 
an article on the economic position of Turkey 
which was based upon a Report from Captain 
Courthope-Munroe, Commercial Secretary to the 
British High Commission, Constantinople. At the 
time of writing Captain Courthope-Munroe was 
unable to include the figures of revenue and expen- 
diture for the Turkish financial year ended 
28th February last. They have now been received 
from him and we give them below :— 

The total amount budgeted for during the year 
was £1. 27,705,104, by far the greater proportion 
of which was set aside for payments of salary and 
departmental expenses. ‘The amount actually ex- 
pended over the period 1921-22 was £7. 21,890,067, 
this being approximately £7. 6,000,000 less than 
the amount demanded. Ordinary receipts amounted 
to £T. 13,336,539 and extraordinary receipts to 
£T. 9,553,122, making the total receipts of the 
Turkish Government for the current financial year 


£T. 22,889,661. 


OrDINARY RECEIPTS. 
The ordinary revenue of the Turkish Government 
is derived almost entirely from Customs duties, 
taxes collected in the Vilayet of Constanti- 


nople and consumption taxes. ‘The total of 
£T. 13,336,539 is made up in the following 


manner :—

The importance of the consumption taxes to the 
Ottoman Treasury will be realised from these 
figures. In view of the strong opposition to their 
maintenance a Commission was formed to study the 
possibility of their being replaced by some other 

asis of taxation, but it has been found impossible 
to devise any alternative scheme which would com- 
pensate the Treasury for the loss which would 
ensue. 


EXTRAORDINARY RECEIPTS. 


From a study of the foregoing figures it will be 
seen that the ordinary revenue of the Government 
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did not provide for one-half of the expenditure 
budgeted for by the various Government Depart- 
ments, and the situation was only saved by the 
extraordinary receipts, most of which were obtained 
through the assistance of the Allied High Commis- 
sioners and Provisional Financial Control. The 
chief receipts under this heading were obtained

SITUATION AT THE END OF THE FINANCIAL YEAR. 
The Financial Provisional Control have reported 

their inability to guarantee the future payment 

of salaries. Extraordinary receipts appear to be 
all exhausted and the future receipts from the 

Régie have to be set aside for the service of the 

Ottoman Public Debt until their new loan is paid 

off. All receipts arising from the sale of war stocks 

also go to the Ottoman Public Debt in payment of 
their previous loan of £T. 1,200,000, of which only 
£T. 137,000 had been repaid up to the end of 

February. Receipts from the Eastern Telegraph 

Company will probably not average more than 

£T. 50,000 per month. On 28th February the Tur- 

kish Government owed to its officials in respect of 
salary for the past year the sum of £17.6,271,761. 

Ky far the greater part of this sum was taken up 

by arrears of non-priority payments, which were 

five months in arrear, representing a sum of 

£T. 5,508,715.

AUSTRALIAN GOLD SALES IN MARCH. 
~The Australian Gold Producers’ Association 
state that including local sales for the first quarter 
of the year only 9,064 oz. of standard gold was sold 
by the Association in March. The estimated aver- 
age net price received was £4 16s. 6d. per oz. stan- 
dard, which is equal to £5 ds. 3d. per oz. fine. The 
average gross price for fine gold in London during 
March was £4 15s. 1d. per oz. 


AUSTRALIAN IMPORTS AND EXPORTS _IN 
APRIL. 

The imports of goods into Australia during the 
month of April amounted in value to £10,283 ,234. 
The exports of Australian produce during the same 
period amounted in value to £10,680,940. Exports 
of other produce were valued at £224,592. 


CANADIAN FUR PRODUCTION. 

The Agent-General in London for the Province of 
Quebec states that the total value of the fur pro- 
duction of Canada in 1920-21 is shown to have 
been 10,151,594 dols. The pelts of the fur-bear- 
ing animals taken during the season numbered 
2,936,407. Mensured by the value of pelts, the 
six principal kinds were beaver, 2,686,472 dols.; 
musk rat, 2,050,375 dols.; marten or sable, 
1,081,871 dols.; mink, 968,582 dols.: white fox, 
741,551 dols.; and silver fox, 432,130 dols. The 
highest average value per pelt is shown by silver 
fox with 151 dols. Blue fox is second with 76 
dols., followed by fisher or pekan with 58 dols., cross 
fox with 51 dols., white fox with 34 dols., and white 
hear and otter, each with 24 dols. Of the total of 
10,151,594 dols., no less than 2,061,853 dols. were 
produced in the Province of Quebec. 


POSSIBILITY GF NORWEGIAN TARIFF 
| REVISION. 

Hi.M. Representative at Christiania reports that, 
in answer to a question in the Storting on 12th May, 
the Norwegian Prime Munister stated that the 
Norwegian Customs Tariff Commission would be 
unable to advance its proposals in time for discus- 
sion during the present Session of the Storting, but 
that it was hoped to complete them at the beginning 
of next year, whereupon the Government would deal 
expeditiously with the matter. 

(It will be remembered that, in September, 1921, 
after long deliberation, the Norwegian Government 
concluded that it was impossible to recommend the 
Storting to increase the protection already afforded 
by existing Customs rates. Subsequently, the Stort- 
ing, acting on the advice of its Finance and Customs 
Committee, requested the Government to institute 
further enquiry into the question of protection, and, 
if necessary, to submit proposals to the new 
Storting. | 


PORTUGUESE CONSULAR FEES ON GOODS 
CONTRACTED FOR BEFORE ist JANUARY. 
With reference to the notice on this subject which 

appeared in the “* Journal”? of 27th April, H.M. 
Minister at Lisbon reports that he has been informed 
by the Portuguese Minister for Foreign Affairs that 
the concession granted to shippers who could prove 
that they had contracted for shipments before 
ist January, 1922. does not inelude the refund of 
fees which have already been collected, inasmuch 
as the requisite proof of the contract must be pro- 
duced to the Portuguese Consular Officer at the time 
of the endorsement of the declaration of cargo. |

FOREIGN SAMPLES EXHIBITION AT 
BIRMINGHAM. 

An Exhibition of Foreign Samples, particulars 
of which were given in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 25th 
May, took place on Wednesday and Thursday, 31st 
May and ist June, at the offices of the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Representatives of seventy-one firms from Bir- 
mingham and adjacent districts called during the 
two days of the Exhibition and inspected the 
samples.

GAMBIA. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1921. 


(From the Receiver-General of the Customs

The value of imports (exclusive of specie) into Gambia 
during 1921 was £1,340,555, compared with £2,376,072 in 
1920; while the value of exports (omitting specie and in. 
cluding re-exports valued at £29,414) was £658,935 against 
£2,463,712 in 1920. 

CHIEF IMpoRTS. 

Of the principal commodities imported, cotton piece- 
goods, cotton yarn, and other cotton manufactures, rice, 
kola nuts, sugar, and hardware all showed considerable 
decreases. Cotton piece-goods showed the largest decrease, 
only 1,778,475 yards being imported, the average importa- 
tions since 1914 being about 75 million yards. Of the 
amount imported, the United Kingdom supplied 82°84 per 
cent. There was a great failing off in the importations of 
cotton goods from France and Senegal. The United King- 
dom supplied 66-17 per cent. of the hardware imported. 
France and the United States supplying 22°69 and 5°84 per 
cent. respectively. 

The United Kingdom supplied 73 per cent. of the total 
imports, France and the United States supplying 16 and 7 
per cent. respectively. 

Cuier Exports. 

The principal articles of export were ground nuts, palm 
kernels, and dry hides. The estimated ground nut crop 
failed to materialise and only 59,175 tons valued at £622 901 
were exported. 302 tons of palm kernels valued at £4,478 
were exported, which was the smallest amount since 1906, 
Only 3,591 hides were exported, trade being very quiet. 





EUROPE. 
BELGIUM. 
THE GLASS INDUSTRY IN 1921. 


The glass industry, which is one of the most important 
industries in Belgium, comprises window glass, plate glass, 
and table glass of all qualities and descriptions. The indus- 
try was damaged during the war by the systematic removal 
of belting, electric motors, and other plant. A further, but 
less serious, obstacle in the way of its reconstitution was 
the interruption caused by the war in the career of the 
glassworker, who generally enters the works as a boy and 
gradually works up to the various grades of experience. 
Another difficulty, states the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy at Brussels in his recent Report on the 
Economic Situation of Belgium (H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 3s. 6d. net), consisted in the procuring of the neces- 
sary raw materials, the shortage of which led in 1919 te an 
agreement between the principal makers to limit pro rata 
the number of furnaces in activity. 'The consumption of 
carbonate of soda before the war was about 50,000 tons per 
annum, over half being supplied by the Solvay company ; 
and that of sulphate of soda 100,000 tons, of which nearly 
half came from Germany, the remainder — supplied by the 
United Kingdom (15,000 tous), Belgium (25,000 tons), and 
France (9, 000 tons). Limestone is obtained from the valley 
of the Sambre, and sand mainly from France and from the 
Campine. 

The latest mechanical devices have enormously increased 
the production of window glass, which is chiefly manufac- 
tured in the Charleroi area. 

Export Traber. 


In 1913 exports of ordinary window glass totalled 206,000 
tons; in 1920 they amounted to 172,000 tons and in 1921 to 
109,525 tons. Plate glass before the war had an output of 
sume 2! million square metres, of which most was exported 
to the United Kingdom, the Netherlands, and the 
United States. Belgium was far ahead of any European 
country in the production of glass of this type, Germany 
coming next with some 1.800.000 square metres. Exports 
of polished plate glass in 1920 actually surpassed the pre- 
war figure, the figures being 39,510 and 38,400 tons respec- 
tively. During 1921 exports of this category of glass 
amounted to 23,554 tons. 

The Liége district has long been famous for the manufac- 
ture of table and crystal glass of all kinds, originally intro- 
duced from Italy. Over 31,000 tons were exported in 1913. 
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The most important factory is the Société Anonyme des 
Crystalleries de Val St. Lambert, which before the war em- 
ployed 5,300 workmen, had 15 furnaces, and produced on an 
average 250,000 pieces of glass per day, the sales amounting 
to 13 million francs a year, of which 90 per cent. was 
export business. The first furnace ot this factory was relit 
on the day of the Armistice and by the end of 1919 the 
works employed 4,800 men and had 12 furnaces alight. 

The same return to pre-war prosperity is, however, not 
found in the table-glass industry as in other branches. 
Whilst 31,000 tons were exported in the year 1913, only 
93,000 tons were exported in 1920, and exports during the 
past year barely exceeded 18,000 tons, despite a reduction 
in prices. The manufacture of bottles is not carried on 
tv the same extent, the imports being greater than the 
exports, which amounted to 3,000 tons in 1913, but it has, 
at the same time, developed since the war. Exports 1 
1920 were 14,400 tons and in 1921 were only 2,406 tons, 
exports to France having practically ceased. 

Factories manufacturing plate glass were well booked with 
orders during the winter period of 1920-21, but activity in 
the window glass industry was limited even early in the 
year and the conditions continued to be ‘bad until the 
autumn. However, by the beginning of October a remark- 
able recovery took place, despite the fact that a good deal 
of difficulty has been experienced from the point of view 
of labour, in regulating production of cutters and planers 
with that of blowers, as the result of the coming into force 
of the new Law limiting hours of labour. Conditions in the 
table-glass industry were exceedingly bad and the prin- 
cipal manufacturing company-—-the ‘Crystalleries du Val 
St. Lambert—was obliged practically to close down in 
September. 


Future Prospects. 


The recent improvement in the glass industry is stated 
to be due to decrease in stocks and renewed receipt of 
orders as a result of lowered prices and the depreciation of 
the Belgian franc. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in the summer 
months on account of labour opposition to reductions in 
wages, which was particularly strong owing to glass 
workers being syndicated in a_ powerful Union. The 
directors of the Henri Lambert Works succeeded, however, 
in enrolling workers not belonging to the Union, and other 
factory owners, encouraged by the success of this move, 
adopted a similar policy, with the result that the Trade 
Union was obliged to come to terms with manufacturers. 


AMALGAMATION SCHEMES. 


An important event in the glass industry in Belgium was 
the formation in April, 1921, of the Compagnie Inter- 
nationale pour a Fabrication Mecanique de Verre, for the 
mechanical manufacture of glass by the Libbey-Owens 
process, in which a number of Belgian banks and a group 
of Belgian glass makers are interested. The capital is 60 
million francs. This company is said to hold the rights of 
instalment and exploitation of Libbey-Owens machines in 
all countries in Europe, and their colonies, and of export of 
glass thereby manutactured throughout the world, with the 
exception of North and Central America and Japan, those 
countries being reserved as a market for American factories, 
or for holders of licences already ceded. <A factory is being 
installed in the Campine district and it is thought that 
production will commence early in 1922. 1t would appear 
that a general extension of the Belgian glass industry in 
this district is likely to take place, in view of the fact that 
a bed of sand suitable for glass-making is situated there, as 
supplies of coal from the new Campine coalfields will be 
readily available and as easy transport facilities both by 
rail and water will be at hand. It will be recalled that 
there already exist three factories in Belgium manufactur- 
ing glass by the Foucault process. 

Attention is again being turned to a question which has 
occupied Belgian glass-makers for many years, namely, the 
establishment of a special export sales organisation. In 
view of the fact that Belgium has found many of her pre- 
war markets largely reduced through increase in production 
abroad and competition of foreign manufacturers, it seems 
not improbable that some decision in this respect may at 
length be arrived at. China, India, the United States, and 
the United Kingdom still remain the principal outlets for 
Belgian glass, and in the former it has recently been decided 
to establish a large glass factory in which the principal 
Belgian glass firms are participating, on the Kaiping coal 
mines territory, where the Foucault process will be 
employed. 
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GERMANY. 


BAVARIAN TRADE IN APRITL.

There is still a shortage of high grade coal at reasonable 
prices, whilst the price for foreign coal is so high that it 
cannot be used in large quantities. There are fewer com- 
plaints about the supply of German coal, the strike in the 
metal industry having made it possible to accumulate 
stocks. Competition by foreign countries in the world’s 
markets is becoming keener as the exchange value of the 
mark improves; decreased foreign prices and increased 
German prices are approaching each other in several 
Bavarian specialities. Credit is becoming very tight, and 
ready money has to be husbanded to satisfy the ever- 
increasing demand, 

Communications on the whole are again working regularly 
and it is of great advantage that the traffic to Hamburg is 
running smoothly, which makes it possible to deliver 
Bavarian export goods there at scheduled times. The pro- 
posed increase in freights and postal charges is causing 
apprehension and will further increase the tendency of 
German prices to approach those ruling in the world’s 
markets. 

AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS. 

Harvest prospects are not very favourable and efforts are 
being made to find means of increasing agricultural pro- 
duction. Winter corn is stated to be in a better condition 
in Bavaria and Wirtemberg than in the rest of Germany. 
Business in German hops is still quiet, but a number of 
German firms have been able to buy up foreign hops at 
reasonable prices and to resell them in transit. There has 
been a good business in old vintage wines and prices have 
increased considerably. 

MACHINERY, VEHICLE MANUFACTURE AND MetTaL-USING 

INDUSTRIES, 

The machine industry during April was at a standstill 
owing to the strike which extended over practically the 
whole of Southern Germany. Coal and raw materials have 
been unloaded with the assistance of the ‘ Technical Emer- 
gency Organisation ’’ and the office staffs, and supplies have 
been accumulated for the future. In most cases old orders 
could not be executed and new orders could not be booked 
owing to the uncertainty of the outlook. In the railway 
carriage industry foreign orders have decreased, but the 
demand in the home market continues brisk. Similar con- 
ditions prevail in the cycle industry and allied trades. The 
strike affects principally the metal-using industry. The 
supply of raw materials has improved, after the importation 
of British and other foreign materials was permitted; this 
applies in particular to high grade tinplate. German 
manufacturers of raw materials have increased their pro- 
duction. The tov industry of Nuremberg is somewhat 
affected by the strike, but it is well supplied with old orders. 
The bronze, metal paper, and alumininin foil industries are 
well supphed with orders. 

CHEMICAL INnustry. 

In the various branches of the chemical industry, which 
exist in Bavaria, there are no signs that orders, and con- 
sequently employment, are decreasing. The dynamite and 
artificial manure factories are well supplied with orders, 
and the manufacturers of chemical drugs have recently 
made deliveries abroad. The Bavarian soap boilers still 
complain of a deficiency of soda; prices of soap have 
recently been increased several times, in consequence of 
wage demands, and have in part nearly approached prices 
in the world’s markets. In the manufacture of nightlights, 
an industry peculiar to Nuremberg, employment is good. 
There is a good demand for these lights in South-Eastern 
Kurope. 

Potrery INpustry. 

In the porcelain industry there is still a deficiency of 
high grade coal. Supplies have indeed arrived from 
Bohemia, but they have not been sufficient to ensure the 
maximum production in some concerns. Some _ factories 
also complain that they are not adequately supplied with 
kaolin. To make good this deficiency, it 1s the intention to 
import Austrian kaolin on a large scale. The demand con- 
tinues favourable, but transport difficulties have repeatedly 
delayed deliveries. Prices are constantly going up and 
recent wage demands will bring them near to those ruling 
in the world’s markets. Conditions are similar in the pot- 
tery industry. Wood and high grade fuel are lacking and 
hamper production, which could be considerable in view of 
the orders in hand. 
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Giass AND Muirnor-Guass Inpustry. 


Prices for finished articles, especially for mirrors, have 
recently again been increased by about 60 per cent. 


SOAP STONE, BUILDING MATERIALS, Ere, 


The steatite industry has large orders in hand owing to 
good employment in the electrical and electro-technical in- 
dustry. The electro-technical factories are indeed partly 
affected by the strike and therefore have to store the halt- 
manutactured articles of which they take delivery. There 
is still a deficiency of coal in the lime-stone and cement 
industries, as some firms receive only from 60 per cent. to 
75 per cent. of the quantities they formerly used. There 
are also frequent complaints of a shortage of suitable rail- 
way trucks. Prices have again gone up, e.g., a hundred- 
weight of Portland cement cost 81 marks on Ist March, and 
was quoted at 94 marks on Ist April. Similar reports come 
from the brick fields and the stone industry. The latter 
have still in hand reparation orders guaranteeing employ- 
ment well into the summer. The slate industry of Upper 
Franconia is well supplied with orders. Its sales, as well as 
those of the other German slate factories, are affected 
through a sales bureau at Nuremberg. In some cases there 
is a shortage of raw material, which is partly obtained 
from abroad, especially from Switzerland. Prices went 
up when the mark depreciated, and quetations for the 
finished article had to be increased accordingly. There is 
a brisk demand in various markets, especially in Eastern 
europe. 

TEXTILES. 


The situation is precarious, owing to the rapid increase 
in the price of cotton and new wage demands. The threat- 
ened strike in the South Bavarian mills was only averted 
at the last moment. Business on the whole is still good, but 
it suffers through the constant change in prices. Recently, 
also, several mills demanded payments in excess of the prices 
agreed upon before making delivery. The clothing industry 
of Lower Franconia is well employed, but great caution 1s 
necessary, owing to the high price of cleth. 


FoorwEarR AND Leatuer Goons. 


The price of leather has recently again gone up consider- 
ably, and it is difficult to calenlate in advance the price of 
finished articles. The shoe industry is fairly well supplied 
with orders, and the manufacturers of travelling articles 
are employed on current orders. The export business in 
the latter industry has gone down considerably. Wages 
lave been greatly increased. The deficiency of glass is 
greatly felt in the manufacture of pocket-mirrors. 


OTHER INDUSTRIES. 


The paper mills are besieged by buyers and would-be 
buyers. Paper-using concerns, specially those making enve- 
lopes, are doing a brisk business. The cost of producing 
newspapers has again gone up. and they are in very serious 
difficulties. The makers of artistic prints and transfers are 
also severely hit by the cost ef production. The prices for 
wood have increased since 1921 tenfeld, and business in the 
wood market is speculative. This makes it difficult for the 
wood-using industries to arrange for supplies. There is a 
good demand for furniture, but the home market is hardly 
able to afford the prices asked. The prices for brushes 
and pencils, articles which are chiefly exported, have been 
considerably raised. Business in Nuremberg pencils is good, 
though there have been some slight difficulties about pro- 
curing wood. High prices are the rule, but most foreign 
competing firms have followed suit, with the result that the 
Bavarian preduct is able to hold its own. In a few cases 
only complaints have been made of price-cutting in foreign 
markets. The pipe industry is doing good trade, and there 
are indications that this will eontinue. Also the match in- 
dustry of Augsburg is doing very well. The straw hat 
manufacturers of the Allgiiu are very optimistic and good 
business is expected during the summer season. The basket- 
ware manufacturers and the makers of carpet-beaters com- 
plain of a shortage of raw materials. The demand con- 
tinues brisk, but high-class goods are only sold abroad. 

The breweries and malting firms at Munich, Nuremberg, 
and Kalinbach are in a satisfactory condition, though the 
price of beer had to be increased recently owing to increases 
in the cost of raw materials and of wages. Foreign markets 
have been regained to a great extent and a considerable 
export business is being done. The makers of Nuremberg 
cakes are devoting their attention to the export business, 
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though the home demand is good, This will be encouraged 
by the great number of tourists expected in Bavaria this 
summer. The same remark apphes to makers of foodstuffs 
and of checelate. The arts industry also expects to benefit 
from the tourist traffic and to build up a permanent export 
connection, 

THe Ovurioor. 


The economic position of Bavaria appears to be good, but 
this prosperity may well prove to be superficial and of short 
duration. The danger exists and appears imminent that a 
rise in the exchange value of the mark, ccupled with an 
increasing cost of raw materials and of coal and increased 
wages and cost of production will render German and 
Bavarian industry incapable of competing in the world’s 
markets and that the present boom will be followed by a 
general trade slump.

The exports of plantation rubber from Java and Madoera 
during the period under review amounted to 4,427,000 
kilogs., as compared with 5,467,000 kilogs. in the similar 
period of 1921. The bulk of this rubber was absorbed by the 
United States, who imported 2,482,060 kilogs., as compared 
with 1,164,000 kilogs. in the previous year. The United 
Kingdom, the Netherlands, and Singapore importations of 
rubber were somewhat smaller as compared with those for 
the previous year.

UNITED KINGDOM —LITHUANIA. 


ARRANGEMENT AS TO COMMERCIAT 
RECIPROCITY. 

An exchange of notes took place on 6th May between 
H.M. Government and the Government of Lithuania 
according most-favoured-nation treatment to the sub. 
jects and goods of the respective countries in the 
territories of the other ; national and most-favoured-nation 
treatment to the vessels of the respective countries in the 
ports, rivers and territorial waters of the other (subject, 
however, to the reservation of the coasting trade); and 
freedom of transit. The commercial relations between 
Lithuania and the British over-seas Dominions and Posses- 
sions are governed by the provisions of Article 4 

The full text of the Note addressed by the Lithuanian 
Foreign Minister to the British Commissioner for Lithuania 
is printed below (the corresponding Note addressed by the 
British Commissioner for Lithuania to the Lithuanian 
Foreign Minister is couched in similar terms and guarantees 
reciprocally the same privilezes to Lithuania as Lithuania 
accords to the United Kingdom) :— 

M.V.Jurgutis to Mr. E. C. Wilton. 
Kovna, 6th May, 1922. 

irk,—It being the desire of our respective Governments 
to establish close commercial relations between the United 
Kingdom and Lithuania, I have the honour to inform you 
that my Government is prepared to undertake on condition 
of reciprocity that British subjects, and goods, the produce 
or manufacture of the United Kingdom shall enjoy in 
Lithuania treatment which, subject to the special reserva- 
tions referred to in paragraph 5 of this Note, shall be at 
least as favourable in all respects as that accorded to the 
nationals of, and goods, the produce or manufacture of the 
most favoured foreign country. This treatment shall be 
accorded in all matters of commerce and navigation and as 
regards importation, exportation and transit, and in 
general in all that concerns customs duties and formalities 
and commercial operations, the establishment of British 
subjects in Lithuania, the exercise of commerce, industries 
and professions, and the payment of taxes. 

2.—British vessels shall enjoy in the ports, rivers and 

territorial waters of Lithuania treatment not less favourable 
than that accorded to Lithuanian vessels or the vessels of 
the most favoured foreign country, subject, however, to 
the right of the Lithuanian Government to reserve the 
coasting and inter nal trade we Lithuanian vessels. 
r undertake on 
condition of recipr vale to aed ieoodions of transit to 
persons, goods, vessels, carriages, wagons and mails in 
transit to or from the United Kingdom over Lithuanian 
territory including territorial waters, and to treat them at 
least as favourably as Lithuanian persons, goods, vessels, 
carriages, wagons and mails respectively, or those of any 
other more favoured nationality, origin, importation or 
ownership as regards facilities, charges, restrictions and 
all other matters. 

4..—-The foregoing stipulations will not be applicable to 
India or to any of His Britannic Majesty’s Dominions, 
Colonies, Possessions or Protectorates beyond the seas, 
unless notice of accession to this arrangement shall have 
been given on behalf of India or any such Dominion, 
Colony, Possession or Protectorate by His Britannic 
Majesty’s representatives in the Baltic States before the 
expiration of twelve months from this date. Nevertheless, 
goods, the produce or manufacture of India or of any of 
His Britannic Majesty’s Dominions, Colonies, Possessions 
and Protectorates, will enjoy in Lithuania complete and 
unconditional most-favoured-nation treatment, so long as 
India or such Dominion, Colony, Possession or Protectorate 
accords to goods the produce or manufacture of Lithuania, 
treatment as favourable as that accorded to the produce 
of the soil or industiy of any other foreign country. 

5.—It is understood that nothing inthis Agreement shall be 
held to confer any right or impose any obligation upon either 
party which might be in conflict with any general inter- 
national convention to which the Lithuanian or His Britannic 
Majesty’s Government is, or hereafter may be, a party. 

6.—Effect will be given immediately to the undertaking 
contained in this Note, and will continue to be so given until 
the conclusion of a definitive Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation between the two countries, subject, however, 
to the right of either party at any time to give notice to 
the other to terminate the arrangement, which shall then

remain in force until the expiration of three months from 
the date on which such notice is given. 

As regards India and the British Dominions, Colonies, 
Possessions and Protectorates which may have acceded to 
this arrangement in virtue of the provisions of paragraph 
4, either of our respective Governments shall have the 
right to terminate it separately on giving three months’ 
notice to that eftect.

NORWAY. 


TAXATION OF FORTUNES AND INCOMES 
OF FOREIGNERS. 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Nor- 
wegian Royal Proclamation of 3lst March regarding the 
payment of taxes to the State upon fortunes and incomes 
for the Budget period Ist July, 1922,to 30th June, 1923, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Law of 13th July, 1921. 

Under the terms of the proclamation, persons resident 
abroad who hold shares or parts in Norwegian companies 
are, unless they claim separate assessment under paragraph 
5 of the Law of 13th July, 1921, liable to a tax of 3 per 
thousand on the assumed value of their fortunes in Norway 
and for income tax at the rate of 15 per cent. of the assumed 
amount of their income derived from that country. The 
value of the fortune on which the tax of 3 per thousand is 
levied is the assumed value on Ist January, 1922. 

In addition to this ordinary taxation, shareholders 
resident abroad are also required to pay for the Budget 
period 1921-22 an extraordinary tax to the State at the 
rate of 1 per cent. of their fortunes in Norway, assessed 
on the value of such fortunes on Ist January, 1921. They 
will also have to pay for the Bulget period 1922-23 a 
similar extraordinary tax to the State on their fortunes in 
Norway, payment in respect of which will fall due on Ist 
October, 1922. The rate at which this tax will be levied 
for the Budget period 1922-23 has not yet been determined, 
and in this connection it may be mentioned that the rate 
fixed for 1921-22 was 1 per cent. 

Thus persons resident abroad who hold shares in Nor- 
wegian companies will be required to pay during 1922 the 
following taxes to the State :— 

(a) 1 per cent. extraordinary tax on the value of their 
fortunes in Norway on Ist January, 1921, for the Budget 
period 1921-22 (payable on 2nd January, 1922) ; 

(6) 1 per cent. (probably) extraordinary tax on the 
value of their fortunes in Norway on Ist January, 1922, for 
the Budget period 1922-23 (payable on Ist October, 1922); 

(c) 3 per thousand ordinary tax on the value of their 
fortunes in Norway on Ist January, 1922, for the Budget 
period 1922-23 (payable August-September, 1922). 

(qd) 15 per cent. of the income which they derive from 
Norway in 1921, for the Budget period 1922-23 (payable 
August-September, 1922). 

In accordance with the Norwegian Law of 13th July, 
1921, Norwegian companies are responsible for the payment 
of taxes to the State on behalf of shareholders resident 
abroad, the taxes in question being deducted by the com- 
panies from dividends payable to shareholders. 

As pointed out above, persons resident abroad can, if 
they so desire, claim separate assessment in respect of 
ordinary taxation on fortunes and income. Section 5 of 
the Law of 13th July, 1921, lays down that such shareholders 
desiring to be taxed separately must put forward to the 
assessment authorities a demand which must be submitted 
within the legal period and which must contain all the 
information necessary for the assessment. If the share- 
holder in question is liable to taxation in several districts 
his total fortune and income within the Kingdom are to be 
taxed in the district where his income is largest, and state- 
ments from the other districts are to be submitted to the 
assessment authorities in that district. A tax return 
including the whole fortune and income of the shareholder 
must, if necessary, be made in each district. For a share- 
holder to be entitled to demand such separate assessment it is 
made a condition that the shares belonging to him are made 
outin hisownname. Foreigners applying forseparate assess- 
ment are taxed on the same basis as persons resident in Nor- 
way, except that they are not entitled to deduct from their 
fortunes and income in Norway debts and interest on debts.

FINLAND.

GERMANY. 

The Department of Overseas Trade has received from 
H.M. Vice-Consul at Stettin particulars of alterations in 
quay dues, crane dues, and charges for opening bridges at 
the municipal harbour of Konigsberg. 

The Department of Overseas Trade has been advised by 
H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg that a notice issued on 
20th May by the Hamburg Trade Shipping and Industry 
Board has raised the Supplementary charges on the dues 
for using the quays and railway quays as from 22nd May,

COLONY AND PROTECTORATE OF KENYA. 


A Return of the Shipping and Foreign Trade for the 
Colony and Protectorate of Kenya for the period Ist April,

NEW ZEALAND.

Besides other in- 
formation of interest, it contains Berthage and Tonnage 
Statistics for the year; a Statement showing the Class and 
Tonnage of Goods transhipped over wharves to British, 
Inter-colonial and Foreign Ports, 1893-1921; Immigration 
and Emigration Statistics, 1882-1921. 

TRIPOLI (SYRIA) 

H.M. Consul-General at Beyrout has lately remitted to 
the Department of Overseas Trade an extract from Decree 
No. 1394 of 30th April, 1922, relative to the new scale of 
landing charges at Tripoli which came into force as from Ist 
May, 1922. 

The Tariff previously in force was a relatively high one 
and it is stated that the new rates are the maximum rates 
and that the lighterage undertakings have agreed only to 
charge the full rates when goods have to be landed in really 
bad weather conditions. The new rates Tariff (in French) 
are about 15 per cent. lower than those previously in force.

GRANTS FOR RAILWAYS. 


A Report from the British Legation at Christiania to the 
Department of Overseas Trade states that according to 
‘‘ Aftenposten ’’ of 3rd May, the Sterting have agreed t» 
the recommendation of the Railway Committee for the 
grant of 42,052,070 kr. in respect of the Railway’s Budget.

new lines, of which 40,000 kr. and 25,000 kr. have been set 
apart respectively for survey work connected with a railway 
between Norway and Sweden via Bullaren or Svinesund and 
the projected ferry between Norway and Jutland. 





REDUCTION OF GOODS RATES. 

A Report from the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Lega- 
tion at Christiania to the Department of Overseas Trade 
states that, according to the Christiania press, the Storting 
have unanimously adopted the recommendations of the Rail- 
way Committee for the following further reductions in the 
additional goods rates charged by the State railways :— 

The percentage of increase over the rates fixed in 1916 
is to be reduced (a) for foodstuffs, including milk, cattle 
foods, fertilisers, and live animals (agricultural products) 
to 120 per cent., (b) for goods in classes 1-3 and goods 

shipped in car loads in classes 4-6 to 160 per cent., (c) for 
rit A shipped in carloads in classes 7-9 and A and B (in- 
cluding timber, wet mechanical wood pulp, coal, and stone), 
and for cardboard, paper, cellulose and dry wood pulp 
under class 6, the extra charges are to be 140 per cent. 

These rates came into force on 20th April last.

REPORT OF THE FUEL RESEARCH 
BOARD, 1920-21 (SECOND SECTION). 











LOW TEMPERATURE CARBONISATION, 

An important aspect of the ‘‘ fuel problem ”’ is the prac- 
ticability or otherwise of low temperature carbonisation. 
Jn this connection the fundamental question awaiting 
answer is:—Will it be possible to establish on sound indus- 
trial lines a new industry based on the carbonisation of tens 
of millions of tons of coal per annum which are at present 
heing consumed in the raw state? If the low temperature 
carbonisation process is regarded as a potential source of 
home supphes of fuel oil for the Admiralty and mercantile 
marine, the question assumes national importance. All 
attempts to develop processes for low temperature carbon- 
isation have hitherto been handicapped by a lack of reliable 
scientific data; the Fuel Research Board have undertaken 
the duty of obtaining the required information, and have 
recently published their Report * upon the subject. To 
procure adequate data it was necessary to carry out not only 
numerous laboratory experiments, but also trials upon a 
scale approximating to that employed in industrial practice. 
Facilities for each class of work are available at the Fuel 
Research Station. The Report summarises the results of 
investigations at the station and elsewhere, and further 
deals with the economic aspect of low temperature carbon- 
isation. The data presented include statements of the 
character, composition, and yields of coke, oils, liquor, and 
gas obtainable by the distillation at 550-600 deg. C. of 
several typical bituminous coals. 

When carbonised at 600 deg. C., 100 parts of coal yield, 
as products, approximately 70 parts of a coke suitable for 
domestic use as a smokeless fuel, six parts of fuel oi!, and 
nine parts of gas having the very high calorific value of 
1,000 B.Th.U. One of the most serious difficulties in the 
carbonisation of fusible coals arises from the foaming and 
sweiling of the latter, whereby the coke occupies a greater 
volume than the coal from which it is formed. 

The Fuel Research Board have shown that this difficulty 
can be complete!y overcome, and the shrinkage of the coke 
ensured, by selecting two suitable varieties of coal and 
blending them before carbontsation. Moreover by this pro- 
cedure it 1s possible to ensure that the coke will be suff- 
ciently robust to resist the rough handling of transport. 
These results partly arise out of a most interesting study of 
the micro-structure of coke made by Sir George Beilby. 
The investigation is one of fundamental importance; it 
shows that the structure of coke is due to the evolution of 
bubbles of gas from the fused or semi-fused coal substance. 
There is first formed a foam in which each bubble is a self- 
contained cell; at their points of contact the bubble cells 
may perforate each other and a sponge is consequently pro- 
duced through which the gases escape to the outside of the

mass. The section of the report in which this work is 
described is illustrated by a series of beautiful micro. 
photographs. 

Low temperature carbonisation of coal cannot be expected 
to compete, as a source of gas, with the present gasworks 
practice of carbonisation at 1,100 to 1,300 deg. C. But inas. 
much as gas is now sold by therm (i.e., its price is fixed by 
the number of heat units it yields on combustion), the Board 
suggest that low temper ature carbonisation gas might 
advantageously be used to enrich the high temperature 
carbonisation gas. 

The semi-large scale experiments upon low temperature 

carbonisation undertaken by tlhe Board were carried out in 

horizontal retorts under conditions which could accurately 
be defined and controlled. The apparatus was not designed 
for industrial use, but for securing the essential data 
necessary for the development of the industry. The Fuel 
Research Station is now engaged in work upon automatic 
methods of carbonisation, the study of briquetting as a pre- 
liminary to carbonisation and the development of a prac- 
ical method of briquetting at or near the fusing point of 
coal.

SHORTAGE OF PIG IRON, 

There is at the present time a great demand for pig iron 
which cannot be satisfied by home production, states an 
article which recently appeared in the German press. 
Certain kinds, such as Stahleisen, are scarce, and, as the 
foundries are well occupied for some time ahead, the ten- 
sion on the market will no doubt continue. The dispatch 
during the current month has somewhat improved, and is 
due to the better supply of trucks, but in spite of all 
exertions it has not been possible to increase the output of 
pig iron. Any. increase in the pig iron production is 
simply a fuel question. Provided a larger coke stipply were 
available 20 new blast furnaces could be put into operation 
Which would mean a considerable increase in the pig 
iron production. The Pig Iron Association is endeavouring 
to satisfy the present demand by importing pig iron from 
the United Kingdom and Luxemburg. Hematite iron from 
the United Kingdom costs the consumer some 7,000 marks, 
whilst the official inland price is 6,264 marks. Foundry pig 
iron imported from Luxemburg is delivered to the German 
foundries at the inland price of 5,077 marks free frontier, 
as the Association has the right to export certain quality 
kinds provided that it imports an equal quantity of pig 
iron to be disposed of at inland prices. Another alternative 
appears to be for the works to import British coal and ex- 
change it for coke used by the railways. This course has 
actually been put into practice. The pig iron manufac- 
tured by the indirect use of British coal comes certainly 
somewhat more expensive than that produced with German 
coke, but in any case it is cheaper than British pig iron.

CHILE. 








THE PETROLEUM INDUSTRY. 
(From the Commercial Seerctary to H.M. Legation). 
SANTIAGO. 

American companies have shown considerable interest in 
the Chilean petroleum industry and commissions from 
the United States have visited Chile. The British 
Controlled Oilfields, Limited’s, representative has also 
visited the country. Shale, which exists in _ large 
quantities near Lonquimay, Chile, has also been the 
subject of much local interest. One local British 
frm sent a geologist and an engineer to the region, 
where they made preliminary investigations, results of 
which are stated to have been perfectly satisfactory. Owing 
to the financial situation, however, nothing further has 
been done. 

The Anglo-Mexican Petroleum Company, Ltd., has com- 
pleted its installation at Salinas, four miles north of Val- 
paraiso. The tank capacity at the depot is 10,000 tons of 
fuel oil and 5,000 tons each of Diesel oil, petrol, and kero- 
sene. The last-named will be imported in bulk, and the 
depot has been equipped for making the cans and cases for 
distribution, avoiding high freights, damage and loss in 
transit. Similar depots were being constructed at Iquique 
and Antofagasta, and were approaching completion towards 
the close of last year. 

The International Petroleum Company and the Union Oil 
Company have tanks at Iquique, Antofagasta, Tocopilla, 
Taltal and Valparaiso, for storage of fuel and Diesel oils. 


ROUMANIA, 


PETROLEUM INDUSTRY. 
(From H.M, Commercial Secretary.) 
BucHAREST. 

The total production of petroleum in 1921 amounted to 
1,163,780 tons, as compared with 1,034,048 tons in 1920. 
The most important petroleum bearing areas are found in 
the valley cf the Prahova. These lands give about 80 per 
cent. of the total production. In the Department of 
Prahova the fields of Moreni vield about half the production 
of the Department; that is about 40 per cent. of the total 
Roumanian output. The number of people engaged 
in the petroleum industry at the end of 1920 was 12,746, of 
whom only 189 were foreigners. The Department of 
Prahova alone employs over 10,100 people. The foreigners 
employed are principally engaged as operating engineers, 
foremen of workshops, and skilled mechanics. 

About 70 refineries were in operation in 1920, and over 
one million tons of crude petroleum were treated. The 
capacity of these refineries is about double their actual 
output. 








INCREASED Homer CoNsuMPTION., 


The acquisition of territory by Roumania as a result of 
the war has brought with it an increase in the demand for 
petroleum products for home consumption. It is estimated 
that about 70 per cent. of the present production is used 
for home consumption. 


DEVELOPMENT WORK. 


Very little of the petroleum bearing land belonging to 
the State has been put into exploitation and the proportion 
of the total production coming from State lands in the year 
1920 reached only about 16 per cent. whilst in no year since 
1910 was it more than from 20°5 per cent., this figure being 
reached in 1918. 

The area of the State lands already granted in concession 
and directly exploited amounted in 1920 to 1,393 hectares. 
Of this amount, only 702 hectares were actually in exploita- 
tion. The area of petroleum bearing land belonging to the 
State which is estimated as proven oil-bearing land is about 
14,000 hectares, whilst the area of the probable oil-bearing 
land belonging to the State is estimated at 120,000 hectares. 

During the course of 1920 companies and private persons 
held 13,353 hectares of petroleum lands, of which 3,000 
hectares had been put into exploitation. The 10,353 
hectares held by companies and private persons, but not yet 
brought into exploitation, were held partly as reserves for 
the various companies, whilst some proportion was un- 
doubtedly held for speculative persons, such as the future 
flotation of companies or future sales to exploiting 
companies.

IMPORTATION OF BEES, USED HIVES, 
ETC., FROM EUROPE PROHIBITED. 


An Order issued by the Canadian Department of Agri- 
culture on 22nd April, 1922, prohibits, as from Ist May, 
the importation into the Dominion of bees, used or second- 
hand hives, and raw hive goods or products, excepting 
honey or wax, from the Continent of Europe, owing to the 
danger of introducing the disease of bees known as “Isle 
of Wight” disease. 

















CUSTOMS DUTY ON PRICE LISTS, 
CATALOGUES, ETC. 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada has drawn 
attention to the fact that many British merchants appear 
to be unaware that Customs duty is leviable in Canada on 
all advertising matter consigned to Canada, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Canadian Customs Tariff (items 
178 and 178 [q@)]). 

In this connection it may be pointed out that Canadian 
Customs duty stamps of various denominations for the 
pre-payment in this country of the duty on advertising 
matter, price lists and catalogues, can be obtained on 
application to the Secretary, High Commissioner for 
Canada, 17, Victoria Street, London, S.W. 1.

IMPORTATION AND EXPORTATION OF 
OPIUM, ETC., PROHIBITED. 

The Egyptian “Journal Officiel” of 11th May contains 
a Decree, dated 8th May, 1922, which prohibits, as from 
27th May, the importation into and exportation from 
Egypt of the following drugs except under special licence 
from the Minister of the Interior, viz. :— 

Opium, crude and officinal, and its preparations ; 
morphine and other alkaloids of opium ; salts and deriva- 
tives (except codeine), as well as preparations containing 
more than 0°2 per cent. of morphine ; heroin and its 
salts, and preparations containing more than 0°1 per 
cent. of heroin; cocaine and its salts and coea, leaves and 
fruits and all preparations containing more than 0° 1 
per cent. of cocaine ; cannabis indica (hashish) and its 
preparations in any form. 

The Decree empowers the Minister of the Interior to add 
to this list the names of any other drugs the importation 
of which might be harmful. 

An Order of the Minister issued on the same day as the 
above-mentioned Decree lays down the conditions under 
which licences for the import and export of prohibited 
drugs will be granted, and states that when such licences 
are granted duplicates will be sent to the importer or ex- 
porter in Egypt for dispatch to the interested party in the 
exporting or importing country as the case may be.

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN GOODS FROM 
FRENCH TOGOLAND AND FRENCH 
CAMEROONS. 

The French ‘ Journal Officiel ”’ for 24th May contains

APPLICATION OF REDUCED DUTIES: 
IMPORT PERMIT CONDITIONS. 


With reference to the notice published at pages 592-4 of 
thé ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” for 25th May last, specify- 
ing the articles on which the Customs duties, if paid in 
paper money, are subject to surtaxes of varying amounts, 
the Board of Trade are informed by H.M. Commercial 
Secretary at Warsaw that the Polish Ministry of Trade 
and Industry have laid down the following conditions, in 
force until 3lst August next, governing the issue of permits 
in connection with the importation of goods on which 
reduced Customs duties will be charged : — 

(1) Permits will be granted to producers, agricultural 
syndicates, and co-operative and individual farm-owners. 

(2) Commercial firms acting in the name of the above- 
mentioned institutions must present an authorisation 
from the latter. 

(3) Applications for the granting of reduced duties 
must be addressed in duplicate to the Ministry of Trade 
and Industry, one copy of which will be sent to the 
Ministry of Finance, who will convey the final decision to 
the applicant. 

(4) Applications must be accompanied by original in- 
voices and in the case of machines, apparatus and spare 
parts of the same, by drawings or photographs. 

(9) In certain cases the Ministry of Trade and Industry 
can demand the production of samples of the goods and a 
confirmation from local producers that the goods are not 
manufactured locally.

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Madrid reports, by tele- 
graph, that the rate of surcharge for the month of June in 
respect of import and export duties, Customs fines, etc., 
paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of the Bank of Spain 
has been fixed at 23°73 per cent. (The surcharge for the 
month of April was 25:02 per cent.). 








DEPRECIATED CURRENCY SURTAX 

By a Royal Order of 3rd June, 1921,* the email 
Government established a system cf variable surtaxes to be 
applied to the Customs duties on goods originating in coun- 
tries with a depreciated currency. By a further Royal 
Order of 20th February lastt these surtaxes were abrogated 
in the case of countries entitled to the ‘‘ Second Column ”’ 
rates of the Spanish Customs Tanifi. 

As the result of complaints which have reached the 
Spanish Government from various industrial interests, and 
in view of the authorisation conferred on tha Spanish 
Government by Section 5 (c) of the Law of 22nd April last,t 
a further Royal Order has now been issued which abrogates 
the Royal Order of 20th February and re-establishes a ‘‘ de- 
preciated currency ”’ surtax in a modified form, as from 
Ist June. A uniform surtax is now leviable on (1) imports 
from all countries the currency of which has depreciated 
70 per cent. or more in comparison with the peseta, and (2) 
imports from all countries subject to the ‘‘ First Column ” 
rates of the Spanish Tariff, whatever be the measure of

depreciation of the currency of such countries. A trans. 
lation of the new Royal Order (dated 29th May and pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 30th May) is given

(1) As from Ist June goods originating in and coming from 
countries the currency of which has depreciated by 70 per cent. or 
more, in comparison with the peseta, shall be subject to a surtax on 
the Customs duties, leviable at the time of importation into Spain. 

This surtax, which will be applicable indiscriminately to all 
goods covered by the Import Tariff, shall consist of a percentage 
addition to the ordinary Customs duties, and is determined by 
multiplying by the fixed coetticient O'S the difference between 100 
and the average quotation of the currency of the country concerned 
on the Madrid Bourse during the month preceding that in which 
the duties are leviable. (If exchange transactions are not on this 
basis, the quotations used shall be converted into a corresponding 
percentage. ) 

The same system of surtax in respect of depreciated currency 
shall also apply to goods produced in and coming from countries to 
which the ‘‘ First Column” rates of the Spanish Tariff are applicable, 
whatever be the extent to which the currencies of such countries 
have depreciated as compared with the peseta. 

The ‘‘Gaccta de Madrid” shall publish each month the average 
monthly quotations which are to serve as basis for the assessment of 
this surtax. 

The Royal Order of 20th February last is hereby abrogated.

IMPORTATION OF MEAT, ETC. 

H.M. Minister at Stockholm has forwarded copy and 
translation of Notices issued by the Swedish Roval Medical 
Department prescribing the procedure for the veterinary 
inspection of meat and animal fat imported into Sweden 
which is provided for by the Royal Decree of 30th September 
last (see p. 559 of the issue of this “Journal” for 24th 
November, 1921). These Notices specify the method to 
be adopted in opening packages, the extent of the inspec- 
tion, the taking of samples for examination, and the testing 
for prohibited preservatives or colouring matter. Certain 
kinds of meat and meat products are required to be 
accompanied by evidence that they have been inspected 
and approved by a competent veterinary authority in the 
country of origin. A translation of the Notices may be

H.M. Minister adds that the Riksdag has been recom- 
mended to introduce legislation providing for the marking 
of meat obtained from imported live cattle.

English goods shipped via Canada.—When goods are imported from 
Canada, Canada, and not the British Empire, is the “country from 
whence imported” under paragraph R, section ILI., of the Tariff 
Act of 1913. Goods manufactured in England, shipped to Canada 
in bond, and thence to the United States, were properly appraised 
at their market value in Canada : and, where they were entered 
at their market value in England, it was proper for the appraiser 
to advance the entered value to the Canadian market value : 
and the additional duty provided for undervaluation by paragraph 
I., section III., was incurred. [T.D. 38753. ] 

Recent decisions of the United States Treasury Depart- 

ment relate to the scope of the description ‘ clothing 
wool ’’ as used in the Emergency Tariff Act, and to the 
classification of wool wastes under that Act. These deci- 
sions provide as follows :— 
“Clothing wools” and “carpet wools.’”’-—Wools of classes 1 and 2 of 
the Tariff Acts of 1897 and 1909, including the hair of the camel 
(except Russian), angora goat and alpaca, are dutiable as wool 
commonly known as clothing wool, under paragraph 18 of the 
Emergency Tariff Act, while wool of class 3 of the Acts of 1897 and 
1909, including Russian camel’s hair, are free of duty, under 
paragraph 650 of the Tariff Act of 1913. Hair of cashmere goat, 
llama and vicuna, and other like animals not specifically 
enumerated in paragraph 18 of the Emergency Tariff Act, con- 
tinue to be assessed for duty at 15 per cent. ad valorem, under 
paragraph 305 of the Tariff Act of 1913.  [T.D. 38807. ] 

{Notr.—The three classes of wool under the Tariff Act of 1909 
were as follows :— 

CLass 1.—Merino, mestiza, metz, or metis wools, or other wools 
of merino blood, immediate or remote, down clothing wools, 
and wools of like character with any of the preceding, including 
Bagdad wool, China lambs’ wool, Castel Branco, Adrianople 
skin wool or butchers’ wool, and such as have been heretofore 
usually imported into the United States from Buenos Aires, 
New Zealand, Australia, Cape of Good Hope, Russia, Great 
Britain, Canada, Egypt, Morocco and elsewhere, and all wools 
not included below in Classes II. and ITI. 

Crass I].—Leicester, Cotswold, Lincolnshire, Down combing 
wools, Canada long wools, er other like combing wools of English 
blood, and usually known by the terms herein used, and also 
hair of the camel, angora goat, alpaca and other like animals.

The definitions in the 1897 Tariff Act were substantially the same. 
‘ool Wastes.—Top waste, slubbing waste, roving waste, broken 
tops, garnetted wastes, noils, shoddy, mungo, carbonised wool and 
carbonised wastes and all similar wastes of wool, commonly 
known as clothing wool, including the hair of the camel, angora 
goat, and alpaca, in fibre form, are subject to duty under para- 
graph 18 of the Emergency Tariff Act at the rate of 45 cents per 
pound as scoured wool or wool sorted or increased in value by 
the rejection of part of the original fleece.

IMPORT DUTIES ON * LUXURY ” 
ARTICLES. 

H.M. Minister at Copenhagen has forwarded a copy of 
the Bill submitted to the Danish Folketing proposing to 
continue in force until 38lst May, 1923, with certain amend. 
ments, the Law passed on 25th November last increasing 
the Customs duties on various ‘‘ luxury *’ goods on importa. 
tion into Denmark. As originally passed, this Law was to 
lapse on Ist April, 1922, but was subsequently continued in 
force. 

The rates of duty provided for by the present Bill are for 
the most part the same as those fixed by the Law of 25th 
November last, full particulars of which were given in the 
notice at pages GLI to 612 of the issue of the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ for 8th December, 1921. The 20 per cent. 
ad ralorem duty formerly provided for in respect of gilt, 
silvered, or vari-coloured porcelain wares (ex Tariff Nos. 
SL and 81) is, however, not proposed to be continued; and 
incandescent mantle nets of silk are now proposed to be ex- 
empted from the 25 per cent. ad ralorem duty provided 
for silk goods. Other alterations in the list of duties, as 
given in the table on page 611-2 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” for the 8th December last, which would result 
from the passage of the present measure are indicated
